Artillery Is Battering at Invaders’ Po­ 


sition*, But There I* No Claim of 


Gains by Either Side. 


London, April 30.— The efforts to 
dislodge the Germans 
from 
Steen 
straate, the only point on the west 
bank of the Yser which the invaders 
have been able to hold since the re­ 
cent rush in Flanders, mark the op- 
rrations in one of the war areas that, 
although comparatively small, holds 
tr e a t possibilities tor far-reaching re 
suits. 
French and Belgian artillery is bat­ 
tering away at the German bridgehead 
at Steenstraate, but there is no claim 
of substantial gains 1$B either side. At 
the sam e time the British show no 
disposition to abandon their attempt! 
to force the Germans to yield the 
ground 
gained by them 
up to th 
present time. There is no confirmation 
ot a rum or that they have recaptured 
St. Julien. 
The French war office report says 
"In Belgium we have continued to 
progress, in conjunction with Belgian 
troops, in a northerly direction. 
On 
the right hank of the Yser canal we 
took 150 prisoners as well tis two ma 
chine guns. 
"There is nothing 
new 
on 
the 
heights of 
the 
Meuse nor in the 
Vosges. 
"The 
enemy 
has 
bombarded 
by 
means of flying machines and using 
incendiary shells che open town of 
Epernay 
(about twenty miles below 
Rheimst, occupied exclusively at th* 
time by hospital detachments. 
"Definite 
information 
which 
has 
come to hand sets forth that the Zep­ 
pelin airship which eight days aga 
threw bombs on Dunkirk, was seri 
ously damaged by our artillery. Find 
ing it impossible to navigate further, 
the,machine was wrecked in the trees 
between Bruges and Ghent.** 
Thor has been given out in Bel 
gfan military headquarters an official 
report o nthe progress of hostilities, 
which reads: 
"Several points on our front, such 
as RaniKcapcUe, Pervyse, Lampetilssa 
and Oavleperen, have been repeatedly 
bombarded. The Belgian artillery has 
vigorously 
co-operated 
with 
Ute 
French In their attack against Steer* 
straate. 
Our 
aviators have shown 
great activity." 
The German attack north aud north 
east of Ypres has been definitely stojv 
ped for the time being, according to 
official and unofficial dispatches. 
A dispatch to the london Morning 
Post from the north of France says: 
"F'oot by foot, it is true, bnf aitef 
all, with considerable speed, the a1 
lied line is again being straightened 
out to its original positions north cd 
Ypres, and the bulge caused by th* 
savage onslaught of the two army 
corps (80,000 men), with which Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg attempted to 
push apart the French and British ar 
rales operating in the district Is stead­ 
ily being repaired. 
"Meanwhile, in the Arras district, 
another great engagement is begin­ 
ning. I am told that lf one may judge 
from the number of guns employed 
and the concentration of tire, the ar 
tillery preparation now going on ex 
reeds in Intensity even the great bom­ 
bardments of 
Neuve Chapelle and 
Ypres. Details of the scope of this 
newest battle are not yet available.’*

sitions, But There Is N o Claim of 


Gains by Either Side. 


London, April 30.— The efforts to 
dislodge the Germans 
from

straate, the only point on the west 
bank of the Yser which the invade™ 
have been able to hold since the re 
cent rush in Flanders, mark the op 
rrations in one of the war areas that, 
although comparatively small, holds 
tre a t possibilities for far-reaching re­ 
sults. 
French and Belgian artillery is bat* 
tering away at the German bridgehead 
at Steenstraate, but there is no claim 
of substantial gains lip either side. At 
the same time the British show' no 
disposition to abandon their attempts 
to force the Germans to yield the 
ground 
gained by them 
up to the 
present time. There is no continuation 
of a rumor that they have recaptured 
St. Julien. 
Tile French war office report says: 
“In Belgium we have continued ta 
progress, in conjunction with Belgian 
troops, in a northerly direction.
